Millions tune in to watch final farewell for legendary King of Pop 


Mariah Carey, Stevie Won¬ 
der and Usher sang emo¬ 
tional farewells yesterday 
to Michael Jackson, who 
was hailed as "the 
greatest entertainer that 
ever lived.” 

Some 18,000 fans, family 
members and friends took 
part in a public memorial 
for Jackson in the Los An¬ 
geles sports arena where 
the singer had rehearsed 


the day before his death 
for a highly anticipated se¬ 
ries of comeback concerts. 

Jackson’s brothers, each 
wearing a single sequined 
glove in homage to his sig¬ 
nature look, carried the 
singer’s golden casket into 
the downtown Staples 
Center. The two-hour me¬ 
morial focused on Jack¬ 
son’s musical achieve¬ 
ments, overshadowed in 


the last 10 years by the 
darker side of the singer’s 
life, including his humili¬ 
ating 2005 trial and acquit¬ 
tal on charges of child sex 
abuse. 

Civil rights leader Rev. A1 
Sharpton, who has lashed 
out at media coverage of 
the bizarre aspects of Jack¬ 
son’s life, had a message 
for the singer’s three chil¬ 
dren — Prince Michael, 12, 


Paris, 11, and Prince 
Michael II, 7. 

“Wasn’t nothing strange 
about your daddy. It was 
strange what your daddy 
had to deal with,” he said 
to cheers. 

Police estimated more 
than 250,000 people de¬

Premier Ed Stelmach 
made it clear that an in¬ 
crease in taxes, including 
corporate or personal taxes, 
or a province-wide sales tax 
will not help Alberta out of 
a recession. 

“There comes a time you 
have to show leadership 
and be very clear with Al¬ 
bertans,” said Stelmach. 
“As long as I’m premier of 
this province there will be 
no tax increases.” 

Stelmach said they might 
have to tap more into the 
sustainability fund to cover 
Alberta programs. 

“That’s our savings fund. 
That’s why we kept that 
money aside, so that we 
could draw on those savings 


to cushion the dramatic 
drop in our revenue, but 
protect the programs that 
are so dear to Albertans.” 

Stelmach said that part of 
“no tax increases” includes 
rescinding the liquor tax. 

“It was something I had a 
hard time agreeing with. 
It’s been brothering me all 
that time.” 

The liquor tax brought in 
approximately $180 million 
in revenue — depending on 
the amount people bought, 
said Stelmach. The liquor 
tax will be rescinded once 
the province meets with 
the liquor board. 

The government still 
plans on investing in and 
building public infrastruc¬ 


ture. Stelmach said the gov¬ 
ernment has a solid plan to 
get Alberta through this re¬ 
cession and will continue to 
promote the province as a 
place to invest. 

Scott Henning of the 
Canadian Taxpayers Federa¬ 
tion welcomed the pre¬ 
mier's pledge. 

“Premier Stelmach’s un¬ 
equivocal promise to never 
raise taxes is very wel¬ 
comed,” said Hennig. “He’s 
made a big promise today 
and it’s excellent news for 
taxpayers.”

Warming to a target 

Canada to agree to ambitious climate change goal 


Canada is set to agree to a 
tough global warming tar¬ 
get of no more than two 
degrees Celsius at a gath¬ 
ering of world economic 
leaders in Italy that gets 
underway today, an 
official said. 

Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper arrived last night 
and travelled to the quake- 
shattered city of L’Aquila, 
where the summit of the 
Group of Eight industrial¬ 
ized countries will be held. 

Hours before landing in 
Rome, a senior Harper offi¬ 
cial signaled a different ap¬ 
proach to climate change 
— one that environmental 
activists and European gov-

ernments had hoped for. 

Press secretary Dimitri 
Soudas suggested Canada 
would not oppose a decla¬ 
ration that global warming 
should not be allowed to 
exceed two degrees from 
pre-industrial temperature 
averages. 

It’s a limit that the Euro¬ 
pean Union, the U.K. and 
some developing countries 


have argued is critical to 
curbing widespread envi¬ 
ronmental damage. 

“We’re relatively open 
and supportive of that,” 
said Soudas. 

Agreement on a limit to 
global temperature rises is 
believed to require 
tougher short and mid¬ 
term actions by countries 
such as Canada to cut back 
on their greenhouse gases. 

The Conservative gov¬ 
ernment, though it endors¬ 
es the fight against global 
warming, has postponed 
tough regulations on large 
industrial “greenhouse 
gas” emitters.

Han Chinese armed with 
iron bars and machetes 
roamed Urumqi city 
yesterday seeking revenge 
on Uighurs for bloody eth¬ 
nic clashes two days earlier 
which killed 156 and 
wounded more than 1,000. 

Outnumbered riot police 
used tear gas to try to dis¬ 
perse thousands of angry 
protesters who flooded the 
capital of the northwestern 
region of Xinjiang. 

In a sign of government 
anxiety about the unrest, 
the city’s Communist Party 
boss Li Zhi took to the 
streets to plead with protest¬ 
ers to return home, and 
overnight traffic restric¬ 
tions, originally announced 
as a curfew, took effect to 
halt the violence.

to stop fighting, breaking up 
a battle between hundreds 
of roclc-throwing Han and 
Uighurs and forcing a Han 
mob to leave a building in a 
Uighur area, a Reuters re¬ 
porter said. There were no 


reports of deaths.

dly as the Tibetans or their 
leader the Dalai Lama, then 
where are the Uighurs’ fel¬ 
low Muslims? Uighurs are a 
Turkic people who are large¬ 
ly Muslim. 

Many Muslims pay atten¬ 
tion only when the U.S. and 
Israel are doing the oppress¬ 
ing. China is the wrong kind 
of enemy. Look at Darfur, 
where the suffering goes ig¬ 
nored because its victims are 
black and because those 
who are creating the misery 
in Darfur are not Americans 
or Israelis. We only pay at¬ 
tention when America and 
Israel behave badly.

There was a time I 
thought Toronto was mere¬ 
ly misunderstood, but that 
was until I lived and 
worked in the CKU for our 
“national” broadcaster, 
which had a bad case of 
Toronto-itis, no matter how 
it pretended to behave oth¬ 
erwise. 

I soon learned all the im¬ 


portant news came from 
Toronto, while the rest of 
the countiy was a vast and 
chilly hinterland, good for 
soft features about cute an¬ 
imals and farmers, out 
standing in their fields, suf¬ 
fering. 

Of course, Toronto’s my¬ 
opia infuriates the rest of 
us 30 million Canadians, so 
we make remorseless fun 
of its endless pretensions, 
especially its hockey team, 
which has been wilting on 
the tree since 1967, the last 
time the Leafs won the 
Stanley Cup and the last 
time there were six teams 
in the NHL. 


This fact alone is usually 
enough to haunt the night¬ 
mares of Torontonians, but 
now they have a real night¬ 
mare to contend with. 
We’re talking trash, Toron¬ 
to trash in particular, 
thanks to a civic workers’ 
strike that’s gone on for 
two weeks and continues 
with no end in sight. 

Garbage is being tem¬ 
porarily dumped at various 
locations around town, in¬ 
cluding Christie Pits, which 
is Toronto’s idea of a park. 
Anyone from out of town 
might not be able to tell 
the difference, but believe 
me, Torontonians can and 


the trash is driving them 
nuts. Of course, that’s all 
they can talk about; forget 
the rest of us and our cute 
animals. 

If you’ve ever spent a 
summer in Toronto, you’ll 
never forget that toxic 
soup of heat, humidity and 
the aroma of millions of 
bags of trash piled up on 
the curb on pickup day, 
seeping sludge. Now it’s 
like that 24/7. Only worse. 
You can smell it all the way 
to Vancouver, past the 
noses of the suffering 
farmers, as if they didn’t 
have enough to worry 
about.

Seven times champion 
Lance Armstrong missed 
out on taking the 
Tour de France leader's 
yellow jersey by a 
fraction of a second after 
his Astana team won the 
fourth stage time trial 
yesterday. 

Swiss Fabian Cancellara 
held a 40-second lead over 
Armstrong going into the 
stage, and that was the 
time by which Astana 
beat the yellow jersey 
holder’s Saxo Bank team, 
forcing race stewards to 
check the rule book. 

The results of Saturday’s 
opener in Monaco were 
taken into account, help¬ 
ing Cancellara retain the 
jersey he had seized in the 
principality. 

“It’s Swiss timing,” said 
Cancellara who now has 
the same overall time as 
Armstrong. 

Astana completed the 
39-km course in Montpel¬ 
lier in 46 minutes and 29 
seconds, 18 seconds quick¬ 
er than Garmin with Saxo 
Bank third. 

“It makes me miss the 


beach I was on for four 
years before all this,” said 
Armstrong, who last wore 
yellow in Paris in 2005 be¬ 
fore retiring for 3% years. 

“It’s a little bit of a dis¬ 
appointment because I re¬ 
ally thought about the yel¬ 
low jersey. But that’s cy¬ 
cling,” the 37-year-old 
added. 

Armstrong’s determina¬ 


tion to seize the Tour 
reins once again was obvi¬ 
ous from the start and the 
American did not spare 
any energy, taking long 
turns at the front. 

“If I look back on our 
performance and the way 
we fought, the team was 
perfect. Technically 
speaking, we were as 
sound as we could be. I 


have no regrets,” he said. 

Armstrong had put him¬ 
self within reach of top 
spot in the previous stage 
to La Grande Motte, when 
he joined the decisive 
move, which finished 40 
seconds ahead of the 
main bunch and many 
favourites, including his 
own team leader Alberto 
Contador. reuters

Best friends since they at¬ 
tended the Claude Watson 
School for the Arts in Toron¬ 
to’s Willowdale neighbour¬ 
hood, Hopley and Shannon 
embody a fairytale story of 
two self-taught artists who 
have found success creat¬ 
ing, writing and producing 
all their own work.

At the start they had to 


scrounge cash together for 
glue, felt and other materi¬ 
als while building puppets 
in an ex-girlfriend’s mom’s 
basement.

“We were broke. A lot.” 
Hopley said. 

Nowadays each puppet

Hopley admits living his 
creative dreams every day is 
a highly satisfying career. 

“I wake up every morning 
and play with toys. If I died 
tomorrow, I’d pretty much 
be a happy man.”

t’s workplace law’s 
newest, and biggest, 
phenomenon: Lawyers 
specializing in class ac¬ 
tion lawsuits, joining 


together groups of employ¬ 
ees with similar legal 
claims. However, in light of 
last week’s Ontario court 
decision that dismissed a 
class-action lawsuit filed 
against CIBC alleging that 
the bank failed to pay over¬ 
time to its customer service 
staff, class action lawyers 
may no longer be sharpen¬ 
ing their pens. 

For Canadian employees 
with claims for overtime, 
unpaid wages or pensions, 


joining a class action law¬ 
suit had, until now, made 
sense. Proceeding individu¬ 
ally is neither cost-effective 
nor does it garner the same 
attention from your em¬ 
ployer as a multimillion- 
dollar lawsuit on behalf of 
thousands of employees. 
But given the CIBC deci¬ 
sion, are employees’ inter¬ 
ests being subverted? 

In the CIBC case, Justice 
Joan Lax ruled that the indi¬ 
vidual claims in the case 


lacked commonality, which 
is essential to certifying 
class action lawsuits. “Pro¬ 
ceeding as a class action 
will not avoid duplication 
of fact-finding and legal 
analysis” and for this rea¬ 
son, the individual claims 
should be decided on a 
case-by-case basis, the court 
ruled.

It’s time to take stock of the royal swans 

In July, Swan 
Upping is a 
tradition on 
the Thames 


Quiet please — the Queen 
is preparing to have her 
swans counted. 

Buckingham Palace has 
announced that the annual 
Swan Upping, a tradition 
dating back to the 12th cen¬ 
tury, which involves a cen¬ 
sus of the swan population 
on the River Thames, will 
be conducted by the 
Queen’s official Swan Mark¬ 
er from July 20-24. 

“With the assistance of 
the Queen’s Swan Warden, 
Professor Christopher Per¬ 
rins of the University of Ox¬ 
ford, the swans and young 
cygnets are also assessed 
for any signs of injury or 
disease,” Buckingham 
Palace said in announcing 
the count. 

The process involves the 
Swan Marker, David Bar¬ 
ber, rowing up the Thames 
for five days with the Swan 
Warden in traditional skiffs 
while wearing special scar-

let uniforms and counting, 
weighing and measuring 
swans and cygnets. 

It may seem eccentric, 
but it is very important to 
the Queen. 

According to custom, 
Britain’s sovereign owns all 
unmarked, mute swans in 


open water, but the Queen 
now exercises the right on¬ 
ly on stretches of the 
Thames and its nearby trib¬ 
utaries. 

In medieval times, the 
Swan Marker would not on¬ 
ly travel up the river count¬ 
ing swans, but would catch 


as many as possible as they 
were sought-after for feasts. 

This year, the Swan Mark¬ 
er and the Swan Warden 
are particularly keen to dis¬ 
cover how much damage is 
being caused to swans and 
cygnets by attacks from 
dogs and from discarded 


fishing tackle. 

It is also an important 
year because Queen Eliza¬ 
beth has decided to join her 
team of Swan Uppers for 
part of the census. 

She will follow them up 
the river and visit a local 
school project on the whole 


subject of swans, cygnets 
and the Thames. 

“Education and conserva¬ 
tion are essential to the 
role of Swan Upping and 
the involvement of school 
children is always a reward¬ 
ing experience,” Bucking¬ 
ham Palace said. reuters

Travellers have triple the risk of blod clots: Study 


health risk People who 
travel have nearly triple 
the normal risk of develop¬ 
ing a dangerous blood clot, 
with a measurable increase 
for every two hours spent 
sitting in a car or wedged 
into an airline seat, re¬ 
searchers reported this 
week. 

They said the risk is seri¬ 
ous enough to merit re¬ 
search into better ways to 
keep travellers healthy, al¬ 
though not severe enough 
to justify giving airline pas¬ 
sengers anti-clotting drugs. 

Dr. Divay Chandra and 
colleagues at Harvard Uni¬ 
versity in Boston looked 
specifically at venous 
thromboembolism — the

development of a blood 
clot in a vein, usually in 
the legs. 

Blood clots can also 
cause strokes and heart at¬ 
tacks when they form in 
arteries but VTEs can cause 
local damage or travel to 
the lung and kill. 

Chandra’s team did what 
is called a meta-analysis, 
pooling the results of 


many different studies to 
see what they found collec¬ 
tively. 

They found 14 studies 
involving 4,000 patients 
that met their criteria for 
quality. 

“Our findings demon¬ 
strate for the first time a 
clear association between 
travel and VTE,” they 
wrote in their report, pub¬ 
lished in the Annals of In¬ 
ternal Medicine. 

Women who are preg¬ 
nant or take birth control 
pills and the obese have an 
especially high risk, they 
found. The absolute risk is 
one case in every 4,600 air¬ 
line trips, they said. They 
noted that some studies 


have shown no risk of 
blood clots but said the 
way those studies were 
done could be questioned. 

“The findings of this re¬ 
port suggest that, at least 
among generally healthy 
individuals, even a three¬ 
fold increase in relative 
risk is unlikely to produce 
a sufficiently high absolute 
risk to justify higher-rislc 
interventions, such as oral 
anticoagulation during 
travel,” they wrote. 

“Worldwide, 2.5 billion 
passengers will travel by 
air alone in 2010, which 
underscores the large glob¬ 
al population at risk for 
this serious condition.”

When I Love You, Beth 
Cooper hits theatres this 
Friday, it will be the latest 
movie to turn the loser in¬ 
to lothario. 

The story of a nerdy vale¬ 
dictorian winning the af¬ 
fection of the hot girl isn’t 
just a familiar premise; it’s 
also been consistently pop¬ 
ular with movie audiences 
throughout the years. 

Whether it’s Jerry Lewis’ 
geeky scientist inventing a 
potion to gain popularity 
in The Nutty Professor or 
the tale of two dweebs fi¬ 
nally getting the girls in 
Superbad, Hollywood has 
always had an obsession 
with nerd love. 

“The idea of nerds has 
become cool, even if nerds 
themselves aren’t,” re¬ 


cently stated Benjamin 
Nugent in a L.A. Times ar¬ 
ticle. The author of Amer¬ 
ican Nerd: The Story of My 
People, Nugent has made 
a career on deliberating 
dorks. 

Although he acknowl¬ 
edges the ambiguous ety¬ 
mology of “nerd” stretches 
back to its appearance in 
Dr. Seuss’ 1950 book, If I 
Ran the Zoo, the recent ob¬ 
session with adoring 
dweebs can be traced to 
more current works. 

“If you look at shows 
like The O.C., the Seth Co¬ 
hen character (played by 
Adam Brody) is a nerd,” 
said Nugent. “But he be¬ 
came a heartthrob, and I 
think that was really some¬ 
thing new.” 

However, even before 
dorks became teenage dar¬ 
lings, producers have ad¬ 
mired stories that portray 


the nerd as unlikely seduc¬ 
er. Here’s a brief look at 
the rise of geek love: 

THE ’80S: From explicitly- 
titled Revenge of the Nerds 
to the freak favorite Can’t 
Buy Me Love, the ’80s were 
inexplicably a fertile decade 
for producing nerd love sto¬ 


ries. Maybe it was because, 
in hindsight, we all dressed 
like dweebs in 1985.

Beef Balti 

INGREDIENTS: 

2 tbsp (25 mL) canola oil 
1 medium onion 

1 lb (500g) steak 
1 clove garlic 
11/2 in. (4 cm) piece fresh 
root ginger 

1 small, fresh red chilli 
pepper 

1 green pepper 
1 red pepper 

3 medium tomatoes 
1/2 lemon 

1 tbsp (15 mL) garam 
masala 

1 tsp (5 mL) ground cumin 
Salt 

GARNISH 

3 tbsp (45 mL) dried 
coconut, flaked or 
shredded 

TO SERVE 

4 nan breads 

METHOD: 

1. Preheat oven to low set¬ 
ting to keep beef warm lat¬ 
er. Heat 1 tbsp (15 mL) oil 
in large balti pan, wok, or 
frying pan. Peel and thinly 
slice onion; fry over fairly 
high heat 3-4 minutes, 
stirring occasionally, until 
soft and lightly browned. 

2. Meanwhile, trim excess 
fat from beef, then slice in¬ 
to very thin strips. Peel 
and crush garlic, then peel 
and grate ginger, and 
rinse, deseed, and chop 
chilli pepper. Add all to 
onion and cook over fairly 
high heat 5 minutes, stir¬ 
ring occasionally, until 
beef is lightly coloured. Re¬ 
move from heat and keep 
warm in oven. 

3. Rinse, deseed, and thin¬ 
ly slice peppers. Add to 
pan, with remaining oil, if 
necessary, and continue 
fiying for 3 minutes, stir¬ 



ring occasionally, until 
softened and lightly 
browned. 

4. Meanwhile, rinse and 
roughly chop tomatoes, 
then squeeze juice from 
lemon and preheat broiler. 

5. Stir garam masala and 
cumin into fiying pan and 
cook, stirring continuous¬ 
ly, 1 minute. Add 
tomatoes, lemon juice, 
and some salt and simmer, 
stirring, 3-4 minutes. If 
mixture becomes dry, add 
little water. 

6. Sprinkle nan breads 

with water and broil about 
1 minute per side. Return 
beef to pan and heat 
through. Sprinkle with co¬ 
conut and serve with nan 
bread. serves 4
